PURPOSE : This memorandum is to recommend we accede to a request from the ^ 
Attorney General, Texas, for certified copies of fingerprint cards of Howard Hughes, 
which show Texas as a listed residence of Hughes. 

DETAILS: On 9-7-76, Ftngexprint ^ecialist James E. Jenkins, who effected the 
identification of the fingeiprints obtained from Hughes* body with known prints in our 
files in April, 1976, received a telephone call from Bert W. Pluymen, Special Assistant 
Attorney General, Office of the Attorney General, Post Office Box 12548, Austin, 
Texas 78711, who requested that the Identification Division furnish certified copies 
Of any fingerprint cards contained in the Identification Division's files showing Texas 
as a place of residence of Howard Robard Hughes. 

A request was made in May, 1976, by an attorney acting for Noah Detrich 
for the FBI to conduct document and latent fingerprint examinations of one of the alleged 
Howard Hughes* wills. This request was refeicred to the Department which advised that 
Bureau involvement in the matter would be premature at that time. In view of the 
previous Departmental interest, Inspector F. B. Still contacted Scott Craxnpton, 
Assistant Attorney General, Tax Division, on 9-8-76, and apprised him of the request 
of the Texas authorities and the facts regarding listed addresses for Hu^es in Icf^i^i- 
cation Division files. Mr. Crampton stated he could see no reason not to accedgjgiihe 
request of the Texas Attorney General. 

Instructions have been issued to prepare certified copies of two fingerprint 
cards for transmittal to the Office of the Attorney General of Texas. The two cards 
being prepared were submitted by the Federal Communications Commission (FCC), 
Washington, D. C. , on 7-27-42, and by the Commanding General, Services of Supply, 
U.S. Army, Washington, D.C. , on 10-1-42. The FCC caixl lists the address as 
8921 Yoakum Boulevard, Houston, Texas, and the Army card lists two addresses: 
(1) Hughes* Aircraft Company, Culver City, California, and (2) 392i yoakum^ Houston, 
Texas. The other two fingeiprint cards for Hughes which are in file do not contain

made an appearance in the Las Vegas case. Appearance in their behalf has been 
made in the Houston case. Because there was no representation at the depositions 
and there has been no appearance in the Las V^as case where the depositions 
might be entered, the testimony given by our examiners at deposition in Los 
Angeles is subject to objection by the lawyers handling the Houston case. 

I asked Mr. Morgan whether he intended to request our examiners to give 
a deposition for purposes of the Houston case. He said he had no such intention. 
His only request is that the examiners be available for testimony at trial. 

Mr. Morgan^s request, of course, presents complications because the 
Bureau has previously refused to authorize testimony in the Las Vegas case but 
testimony for purposes of depositions for that case was authorized. To grant 
authority for testimony in the Houston case where they are not baind by the 
arrangements made concerning the prior depositions and where the existing 
depositions are subject to objection and, therefore, exclusion from the evidence 
may appear to be unequal treatment of the request received from the several 
attorneys. 

I recommend that the position taken by the Bureau in this matter be consistent 
so that all of the requests would be afforded the same degree of cooperation or non- 
cooperation. Therefore, there appear to be two choices. First, that Mr. Morgan 
be advised that our examiners would be available for testimony only at a deposition 
as was done in the previous request concerning the Las Vegas case- The second 
choice appears to be to authorize the testimony at the trial in Houston and to 
authorize the testimony requested for the trial at Las Vegas. The Bureau, having 
extended itself by permitting the testimony at the deposition previously, is now

It is agreed that the Bureau should be consistent in its degree of cooperation 
to requests received from parties involved in the private civil litigation in this matter. 
However, this cooperation should take the form of providing the appropriate personnel 
for the taking of depositions as was previously done, rather than authorizing those 
employees to testify at any civil trials. Experience has shown that expert witnesses 
Jjecome tied up on trials for an extended period of time due to the uncertainty of 
trial schedules. This is particularly true for a trial of this magnitude. This would 
unduly burden the Bureau's staff of experts due to our high case load and commitments 
for testimony on criminal trial matters. 

Accordingly, it is recommended that Mr. Morgan be advised that the 
Bureau's experts would be provided only for the taking of depositions at FBIHQ at 
a mutually agreeable time and that all interested parties to the civil litigation be 
represented at that time.

spurious. The enormity of this case and the considerable public interest 
make it unique. 

As foremost experts in Laboratory and Latent Fingerprint 
examinations, it is in the best interest of the FBI and the public to have 
FBI examiners testify as completely and often as necessary even if it is 
duplicative and time-consuming. We should not give the appearance of 

judicial powers in a matter of such great public interest. 

It is my recommendation that the examineijbe made available 
for depositions and/or testimony at trial in any legitimate civil proceedings 
in which they are needed and their testimony is relevant and germane.
